DU QUOIN, Ill, Feb. 14 (AP).— 
An explosion killed seven men and 
leveled the liquid oxygen plant of 
the Fidelity mine of the United 
Electric Coal Co., about five miles 


west of Du Quoin today.

The dead were identified by their 
clothing as L. W. Barker, James 
Thornton, Lyle Cook, his brother, 
Russell; John Bailey, John Ra->>- 
pusi, and Nelson Todd. Barker, 
62 years old, was superintendent 
of the plant. All of the victims 
were residents of Du Quoin, 

The company spokesman § said 
the men were engaged in unloading 
a freight car of explosives which 
were being moved into the plant, 
but there were no survivors of the 
blast to give details of the explo- 
sion, 

The blast shook houses in the 
western part of Du Quoin. 

Body Blown 250 Feet. 

Parts of the box car and the 
50 by 100 -feet oxygen plant were 
scattered for a quarter of a mile. 
The bodies of the victims were 
hurled free of the wreckage. The 
body of Rappusi, about 20 years 
old, was found 250 feet from. the 
plant. 

Fire followed the explosion. 

One mine official said Rappusi, 
Bailey and Todd were removing 
lamp black from the freight car 
and handing it to the others in the 


auxiliary building near the plant 
and a third building were dam- 
aged as were four automobiles 
owned by mine employes parked 
near the plant. 

Mine Not Damaged. 


The plant was used to house 
equipment for manufacturing liquid 
oxygen cartridges used in blasting 
coal at the United Electric strip 
mine. The. mine proper was not 
damaged. 

Coroner Eugene Gladson set no 
date for the inquest. 

Mine officials said the liquid 
oxygen had been used for blasting 
since the mine began operation 12 
years ago and today’s blast was 
the first fatal explosion in its his- 
tory. 

Thornton, about 70 years old and 
oldest of the victims, had been 
employed at the mine since it be- 
gan operating. Two others were 
veteran employes, but the other

PRINCE JUAN of Spain 


ALFONSO OF SPAIN 
VIELDS HIS RIGHTS 
TO THRONE TO SON 


News of Renunciation Stirs 
Talk in Lisbon of Possi- 
ble Attempt to Restore 
Monarchy. 


~ 


LISBON, Portugal, Feb. 14 (AP). 
—Announcement that Alfonso XIII, 
who fled the throne of Spain in 
1931, had renounced his rights in 
favor of his son and heir, Prince 
Juan, aroused talk here today of a 
possible attempt soon to restore the 
Spanish monarchy, 

Newspapers in Spain have with- 
held publication of the message, 
which was reported here to have 


pbeen issued Jan. 15 in Rome, but 


the Portuguese Monarchist paper 
La Voz printed the full text yes- 
terday. 

As quoted by the paper, the for- 
mer King wrote he was relinquish- 
ing his claim to the throne be- 
cause “in reorganizing the country 
politically” it was “necessary that 
the way be made open and clear 
so that at an opportune moment” 
the monarchy could be restored. 

The ex-King was reported in 
Rome dispatches to have suffered 
a heart attack on Wednesday but 
today it was said he was “improv- 
ing steadily.” 

La Voz reported Alfonso’s renun- 
ciation had brought peace between 
Spain’s monarchists parties, the 
Legitimists and the Bourbonists, 
because the 27-year-old Prince Juan 
was acceptable to both. 

Some Spanish Royalists long have 
believed. that Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco intended to re-estab- 
lish the crown eventually, but there 
was no way of knowing, even if he 
had such a purpose, whether he 
would welcome Alfonso’s chosen 
heir in view of his friendship with 
Germany and Italy. Prince Juan 
has served with the British navy 
and was educated in England.

Several administrative leaders, 
confident that the “lease-lend” bill 
fight is won, suggested tentatively 
today that the Senate might make 
one final change in the measure 
to promote “national unity” and 
meet halfway Wendell L. Willkie’s 
proposal that immediate help be 
confined to Britain, China and 
Greece. 

The wisdom of the suggestion, 
however, was questioned at once by 
one group of the bill’s supporters, 
who argued that such a limitation 
might have an undesirable effect 
on the French troops under Gen. 
Weygand in North Africa. 

Although well disposed toward 
Willkie, these Senators felt that the 
bill should hold out the tacit prom- 
ise that Weygand could get sup- 
plies here if he decided to cast his 
lot with the British. They also 
pointed out that the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee had 
weighed the Willkie proposal care- 
fully and decided against it. 

Up for Debate Monday. 

The bill, approved 15 to 8 by the 
committee yesterday, will go to the 
floor for debate Monday. Demo- 
cratic Leader Barkley told report- 
ers two weeks should be ample time 
for discussion. He said there was 
ino doubt that the bill would go 
|through by at least a 2-to-1 vote. 

In formally reporting the House- 
approved legislation withéut major 
change, the committee majorit 
said it was a “practical safeguard 
aimed at keeping us out of war.” 

The majority report, written by 
Chairman George (Dem.), Georgia, 
asserted that this foreign policy 
would best serve the national wel- 
fare: 

“The United States must strive 
in all ways reasonably possible to 
stay at peace with all the world. 
And the United States must, in its 
own interests, supply effective ma- 
terial aid to those countries whose 
defense is vital to our defense. 

“To the end that we may have 
peace,” the report continued, “the 
bill authorizes aid to be given 
promptly to those nations whose 
defense is vital to ours. 

“To the end that we may have 
freedom, the bill casts the strength 
of American industry into the 
struggle against forces which may 
be directed against us.” 

Minority Discussing Report. 

Minority members of the com- 
mittee were consulting today. over 
whether to submit a report setting 
forth their reasons for opposing the 
legislation. They made it clear, 
however, that they would not con- 
sume undue time in the Senate de- 
bate. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, and 
other opponents planned to fight 
for a series of major restrictions. 
Taft, whose suggested limitations 
were rejected by the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, said he believed 
there was a chance that some 
would be adopted by the Senate. 

“But of course,” he conceded, 
“they (the administration) are pret- 
ty much in control here.” 

In its majority report, the For- 
eign Relations Committee asserted 
that Congress would retain “purse 
strings” on the program by requir- 
ing the President to seek both ap- 
propriations and contract authority 
before making orders. 

The bill, however, would permit 
the President to transfer up to $1,- 
300,000,000 of materials already on 
hand or appropriated for without 
further congressional sanction. 

The committee report said it was 
“wholly desirable and constitution- 
al” to permit the President to or- 
der war materials for transfer to 
countries whose defense he thinks 
vital to American security. 

Then, discussing the Willkie pro- 
posal to name the countries to be 
aided, the report said “serious con- 
sideration” had been given to such 
an amendment. But it added: 

“Tt is the conviction of your com- 
mittee. that guch an amendment 
would be unwise. No one today, in 
our own best -interests,'can deter- 
mine whether, for example, Ireland, 
Brazil or what parts of North Af- 
rica should have our material aid 
tomorrow.” 

The report said the bill contains 
no authority for sending American 
troops to fight on foreign soil or 
waters “under any circumstances.” 

It added that labor standards 
laws were not in any way affect- 
ed by the measure, and said that 
‘nothing in the bill contemplates 
the carrying, in American bottoms, 
of goods to England or any other 
place located within a combat 
zone.”

Full Industrial Mobilization 
May Defend Freedom Every- 
where, She Says. 


Neutral America cannot leave it 
up to England to defend its free- 
dom, threatened in this war with 
that of the rest of the world, Mlle. 
Eve Curie, musician, journalist and 
author of the biography of her fa- 
mous mother, Marie Curie, discov- 
erer of radium, asserted before 700 
members and guests of the Con- 
temporary Club last night at the 
Missouri Athletic Club. 

“Nor can my country, France,” 
she said, “depend on the English 
alone to restore French liberty. 
Neither of our countries can be 
saved by foreign soldiers. We muat 
save ourselves. Our way of life 
would not deserve to endure if we 
made less effort to save it than an 
enemy to destroy it.” 

Too Much or Too Little. 

America is helping England with 
materials, “in which is implied a 
powerful moral support,” Mlle. 
Curie said. “But if your aid to 
Britain is simply help for a friend, 
you are doing much too much. If 
this is at bottom your fight, too, 
you are doing much too little.” 

Engiand, a small country, even un- 
der constant bombardment from the 
air, produced two and one-half 
times as fiany planes 4 month as 
the United’ States, the speaker said. 

“The terror and the force of Ger- 
many are based on the immense 
production of her war industries,” 
she said. “American industry has 
the same potential terror and force 
for the enemies of freedom, Eng-

Schuschnigg, the Chancellor of Aus- 
tria, nor with Dr. Benes, the Pres- 
ident of Czecho-Slovakia, nor with 
the President of Poland, when all 
three of these countries had armies 
and institutions intact.

N his. last speech Hitler said 

that in the last year he had 
made 724 mistakes and the British

Britain overestimated the military 
strength of France. But Hitler 
completely misestimated Britain, 
but completely!

N April last year I had a talk 
with an important neutral Eu- 
ropean statesman.

Hitler had 
assured him that the British were 
bluffing. He confided in him that

Basic principles of the St. Louis|which the British intercepted near- By a Staff 


smoke elimination ordinance were 
adopted by the Metropolitan Smoke 
Elimination Committee last night 


for its campaign to clear the air 
in St. Louis County... 

Holding its second meeting at 
the City Hall of University City, 
the group heard its subcommittee 
composed of the smoke commission- 
ers of Ladue, Maplewood, Univer- 
sity City, Richmond Heights, Clay- 
ton and Webster Groves report they 
would recommend that their respec- 
tive municipalities adopt a uniform 
ordinance embodying the measures 
which have proved successful in 
St. Louis. 

The subcommittee defined these 
principles as follows: 

1. All solid fuel containing in ex- 
cess of 23 per cent of volatile mat- 
ter must be burned with mechani- 
cal equipment capable of burning 
it smokelessly, and must be washed 
and contain not more than 12 per 
cent ash, 


2. Fuel for hand-firing must con- 
tain mot more than: 23 per cent 
volatile matter. 

3. The provisions of the ordinance 
should apply equally to all classes 
of users, large and small.

Results of Test of Device to Burn 
Coal 


Results of a test of the DeWitt 
device for burning [Illinois coal 
smokelessly in stoves and hand- 
fired furnaces were made public to- 
day by James A, Worsham, public 
relations counselor of Southern [Il- 
linois Coals, Inc. 

The test was made by H. Kuen- 
zel, assistant professor of mechan- 
ical engineering at Washington 
University, who said that in a pe- 
riod of nine hours and 50 minutes, 
with repeated firings, the furnace 
gave off smoke heavier than No. 
1 (very light) only for about 380 
seconds at the start of the test, 
and then the heaviest was No, 2. 
Denser smokes are rated as No. 3 
and No. 4. | 

This device, previously described 
in the Post-Dispatch, has a divider 
in the fire chamber so that raw 
coal is coked in the closed side 
while the previously coked product 
is burned in the other. Under the 
present ordinance it is not legal 
for use with hand-fired high-vola- 
tile coal in St. Louis. The coal 
used used by Prof, Kuenzel had a 
volatile rating of 31.58 per cent,’ 
comparatively low for Illinois coals, 
some of which are higher than 40 
per cent in volatiles, ===

TO ASK ADMIRAL STA 
FOR SAMOA BASE DA 


House Committee to Call Offi- 
cer for Testimony on Pro- 
_ jected Air Station. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14 (AP).— 
The House Naval Affairs Commit- 


Hafold R. Stark, Chief of Naval 
Operations, for secret testimony to- 
morrow on the reasons for the 


inavy’s desire to establish a new 


air base in faraway Samoa. 

Capt. Harry W. Hill, represent- 
ing Admiral Stark, told the com- 
mittee the $8,100,000 project, in- 
cluding bombproof shelters for 
personnel and vital communica- 
tions centers, was deemed neces- 
sary. He said developments of mil- 
itary aviation had brought the Sa- 
moan Islands into the Pacific “stra- 
tegic picture” to a greater degree 
fore. 

While the improvements intend- 
ed for Tutuila, Samoa, actually 
iwere of a “minor” character, Hill 
testified, they seemed large “be- 
cause we are starting from 
scratch.” 

Samoa has been under a naval 
governor since shortly after the 
Spanish-American war but little 
more than an administrative set- 
up has been maintained there. 

Hill, testifying on a bill to au- 
thorize a large number of naval 
shore construction projects for 
which President Roosevelt asked 
funds earlier this week, told the 
committee that Samoa would be 
the southwestern point of the 
nayy’s Pacific patrol line starting 
at Dutch Harbor, Alaska. 

Samoa is about 3100 miles from 
Guam, where the navy also wants 
to spend $4,700,000 for harbor im- 


|provements and to prdovide bomb- 


proof shelters for personnel and 
equipment. 

Rear Admiral Ben Moreell, Chief 
of the Bureau of Yards and Docks,

Instrument flying. depends not 
only on the accuracy of the instru- 
ments themselves and the ability of 
the pilot to interpret them, but up- 
on the inherent stability of the ship 
in flight. Natural flying (flying by 
feel and within sight of the ground 
and horizon) is something that a 
man learns instinctively. Instru- 
ment flying is something he has to 
be taught and requires intensive 
study and practice. It is necessary 
to wash out all your early flight 
training and concentrate on a set 
of instruments to tell you the at- 
titude of your craft in the air and 
the relation of that attitude to the 
horizon (which cannot be seen). 
There’s a strong struggle that goes 
on in the mind of the novice instru- 
ment pilot. You must start off by 
believing that your instruments are 
accurate and their readings abso- 
lute, 


Big Planes Fly Easily. 


The first point which impresses 
a pilot “on instruments” is the ca- 
pacity or incapacity of a plane to 
maintain stability of flight. Sec- 
ondly, the plane’s reaction to rough 
air conditions which tend to move 
it out of level flight. If the plane's 
reaction to out-of-normal-flight at- 
'titude is slow and lazy, the con- 
trols normally correct such condi- 
tion in a slow and proportionately 
lazy manner. The time element is 
great enough to place no. severe 
strain on the pilot. Stability is 
usually found to a high degree in 
all large planes such as airline 
transports and bombers. Instru- 
ment flight in this type of plane 
is relatively simple. The big planes 
are built with the idea of having 
them remain in level flight, with 
relatively little assistance from the 
pilot. In short, they are built to 
fly themselves, 


In the smaller and faster and 
highly maneuverable types of war- 
planes, however, such as tne ain- 
gle-seater fighters, the case is dif- 
ferent. These are designed for 
high maneuverability. Not only 
must they climb and dive fast, but 
their turning radius must be as 
short as possible. Maneuverability 
is their vital consideration. The 
designer builds into the plane as 
much sensitivity to control as pos- 
sible. And when it comes to fly- 
ing one of them under instrument 
flight conditions, the pilot has his 
‘hands and head full of trouble. 


A first-class fighter plane will 
dip its wing or turn up its nose 
with the pressure of the pilot's 
fingers. Likewise, it responds to 
rough air in a proportionately 
rapid fashion. With the horizon 
and ground out of sight in fog or 
cloud flying, a fighting plane can 
drive a pilot crazy with its Paty 
ing and cavorting. The dance rap- 
idly develops into a competition 
between the instrument variations 
and the pilot’s attempts to correct 
with his controls. In far too ma many 

to date, there are records 
of pilots finally reaching the end 
of their resistance and jumping out 
of single-seaters. “Blotto” is the 
term in aviation slang.

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A SECOND VETO. 

Having vetoed the Legislature's joint resolution for 
“investigating” Forrest C. Donnell out of the gover- 
norship, Gov. Stark yesterday threw another hurdle 
into the now wavering path. of the Democratic 
machine-drivers by disapproving such items of the 
appropriation for legislative expenses as might have 
provided funds for the financing of their scheme. 

The Governor's limitation on the contingent funds 
of the two houses was clear and explicit. It was 
exactly what a great majority of the citizens of 
Missouri must have expected of .the man who, 
although head of the Democratic party in the State, 
has from.the beginning taken an unequivocal stand 
against the outrage hatched by its State Committee. 

State Auditor Smith’s statement that he hoped to 
ignore the limitation also disappointed no expecta- 
tions. : 
But while this second veto—and the action on the 
appropriation actually is a second veto of the pro- 
posed “investigation”—makes the hopes of the con- 
spirators seem more futile than ever, it also puts 
all the other activities of this Legislature under yet 
another constitutional cloud. 

First of all, there is the question of whether the 
Legislature can transact any business at all without 
having first announced the result of the guberna- 
torial election. And now there is the new question 
of whether the appropriations measure can be con- 
sidered properly passed unless each and every one of 
the Governor’s limitations is specifically accepted. 

Whether this is a matter of legal hair-splitting 
or not is beside the point. What is disgusting the 
people of the State more and more is that the 
Democratic hack-drivers, in their brazen effort to 
grasp the patronage of the Governor's office, are 
not only flying in the face of the election results, 
but are also threatening to make a nullity and a 
mockery of the current legislative session.

A MARRIAGE HEALTH BILL IN NEBRASKA. 

Another Middle Western State, Nebraska, is mov- 
ing toward a marriage health law. aA bill pro- 
viding for pre-marital examinations as a means of 
checking venereal disease has just been introduced 
in its Legislature. In all, 20 states now have such 
laws. Two of Missouri’s neighbors, Illinois and 
Kentucky, are among them. Iowa, a third neighbor, 
hag a bill pending in its Legislature. But so long 
as Missouri fails to act, it remains a refuge for 
thoughtless evaders from other states, as a glance 
at the number of Illinois pairs in any day’s marriage 
license list will demonstrate. 

Primarily, a eugenics law is intended to protect 
the people of the State itself, and to assure that 
infants will be born without venereal infection. 
Proposals for a law of this sort failed in the Mis- 
souri Legislature two years ago. Now, however, the 
campaign of education has proceeded so far that 
public demand for a simple, workable statute should 
create a mandate that the Legislature cannot over- 
look. We hope such a bill is introduced soon, and 
pushed through to enactment.

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AMONG THE WEATHER PROPHETS.

Second, be- 
cause, as Mrs. Roosevelt asserted recently, 
the President's authority, as commander-in- 
chief of the nation’s armed forces, is 
claimed to include power to declare an 
emergency and send the entire navy abroad. 
In that case, Mrs. Roosevelt was quoted 
as saying, there would be nothing that 
anybody could do about it.

“In its measures for raising and support- 
in: armies and for providing a navy, Con- 
gress may dictate the purposes for which 
these may be used. But so far as the 
statutes do not limit his discretion, and 
so long as he does not exceed the appro- 
priations voted by Congress, the President 
may employ the armed forces of the United 
States as may seem to him best for the 
purpose of enforcing the laws of the United 
States and of protecting the rights under 
international laws of American citizens 
abroad.” 

The quotation of this entire paragraph, 
in addition to the words which have been 
set in black-face type, makes it evident that 
it is within the power of Congress, if it 
so chooses, to write into the lease-lend 
bill a definite and unequivocal ; rohibition 
of the use of the navy for convoy p-poses.

Mr. Roosevelt has indicated in‘ a press 
co-ference that there had been no thought 
—in the sense, no doubt, of sérious con- 
sideration—of using the navy for convoy 
purposes for the reason, as reported in sub- 
stance, that it would inevitably lead to 
hostilities. For that reason, Mr. Roosevelt 
should have no cbjection to an amendment 
exercising what Prof. Corwin calls the 
right of Congress to “dictate the purposes” 
for which the navy “may be used.” 

In view of his reported language at his 
press conference, it may be very seriously 
doubted that the President, without seek- 
ing specific authority from Congress, would 
use the navy for convoy duty. For him to 
do so would be equivalent, at his own es- 
timate, to usurpation of the power, re- 
served to Congress by the Constitution, to 
declare war. 

But a clear and dir amendment, pro- 
hibiting such use, would relieve many ap- 
prehensions. It would apparently make 
the passage of the lease-lend bill by the 
Senate both easier and quicker.

He had been grad- 
uated from Union College after leav- 
ing Williams College in 1893. 
without a diploma. Williams Col- 
lege called him back last June to 
present the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Humane Letters, 

Letter to College Head. 

In his letter to President Dixon 
Ryan Fox of Union. College, Mr. 
Howard wrote: “I am deeply moved 
by the generous action of the trus- 
tees, and am hoping I may be able 
to be present in June to accept the 
signal honor they have done me. 
Whether I shall is, I am bound to 
say, doubtful. 

“One of my finest newspaper 
friends, similarly afflicted, phrased 
it gallantly and poignantly some 
time ago as he left the Chicago 
Daily News office for the sanita- 
rium at “Battle Creek. He wrote: 
‘I have come to the end of my 
heart.’ 

“He had just turned 40, under 
the auspices of rich and varied ac- 
complishment, with the great years 
all ahead. From my viewpoint no 
remonstrance may be filed. I have 
had almost 70 years, the prescribed 
allotment, and life and I have had 
a bully time of it, and there can be 
no protest at the summons to take 
off for ‘the undiscovered country.’ 

“That is how it stands. My ac- 
ceptance must need carry a reser- 
vation. I realize, too, that com- 
mencement programs have to be 
completed on schedule.

AS GUIDES TO PEACE 


Christian Mission Speaker De- 
clares That More Than 
Force Is Needed. 


“Something more than just force 
against force” will be needed to 


bring to the world, Dr. Philip 
Y. Yee, secretary of the China 
Christian Broadcasting Co., told 
Central High School students today 
in a meeting held in connection 
with the week’s series of lectures 
sponsored by the National Chris- 
tian Mission. 

“Five hundred years before the 


Remick,|Christian era, China went through 


a period which lasted for two cen- 
turies and was known as the Period 
of the Warring Kingdoms,” Dr. Yee 
said. “China was then split up 
into seven small kingdoms battling 
amohg themselves with devastating 
destruction, They even used fifth 
columnists, propagandists and 
weapons of sheer destruction. 

“In the midst of it all lived Con- 
fucius, Loatze, Mencius and other 
sages who kept the light of civili- 
zation glowing and restored peace 
to the people. They had no weapons 
except words of truth. Yet they 
not only brought the people out 
of chaos, but their light shines yet 
in the ‘lamps ot China’ and still 
leads 450 million people. 

“In a world at war, people are 
easily swept to extremes and lose 
their sense of direction. Today the 
world needs men and women who 
know truth and dare to live it and 
proclaim it.” 

The Kingdom of God referred to 
by Jesus “mieant a social reorgani- 
zation here in this world, where 
society could live according to 
his teachings,” Judge Norris C. 
Bakke. of the Colorado Supreme 
Court said at a luncheon meeting 
for lawyers held today at the May- 
fair Hotel. 

“The ideals of Christian ¢itizen- 
ship must be applied to all phases 
of international life if the Kingdom 
of God is to become a reality,” he 
said.

NAZIS IN SOUTH AMERICA

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14. 

HEN Wendell L. Willkie 

warned of serious trouble for 

this country soon after a 
British defeat, the isolationists on 
the Senate Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee exhibited the smuggest in- 
credulity. If they care for facts 
at all, the Senators would do well 
to study the evidence of an increas- 
ing German danger im South 
America, 

Brazil, for example, is the tradi- 
tional friend of the United States, 
and the only major South Ameri- 
can nation with which we have a 
reasonably healthy balance of 
trade. Yet from Brazil the State 
Department has recently received 
a series of exceedingly disturbing 
reports of widening Nazi intrigue 
and influence. Some State Depart- 
ment theorists hold that the situa- 
tion is covered by the good neigh- 
bor policy, and its implementation 
in the declaration of Lima and 
convention of Havana. The realists 
are more inclined to believe that 
even Brazil would come under 
Nazi dominion in a very short 
time—perhaps only a few weeks — 
after a total German victory in 
Europe. 


There may be nothing very up- 
setting in the prospect of a Nazi- 
dominated Brazil to Senator Bur- 
ton K. Wheeler, who once inquired, 
“Why should we worry more about 
a German-Brazilian president of 
Brazil than about an Italian-Ameri- 
can Mayor of New York?” But to 
persons less determinedly local- 
minded than the Montana Senator, 
the implications are downright ap- 
palling. 

With Brazil, we should lose to 
the Germans the vital air base at 
Natal, commanding the approaches 
to the entire Southern half of the 
hemisphere. If Brazil should go, 
the other South American coun- 
tries, all dependent on exports to 
Europe for their livelihoods, would 
be pretty sure to follow sooner or 
later. The end results would be the 
loss of half this hemisphere to the 
Nazis, and an extremely serious air 
threat to the Panama Canal, whose 
defense is crucial in the defense of 
our own Northern continent. 


UPERFICIALLY, of course, the 
S picture in Brazil is not too dis- 

couraging. Oswaldo Aranha, a 
strong pro-American and anti-Nazi, 
is still Foreign Minister. Presi- 
dent Getulio Vargas follows Aran- 
ha’s policy. Our Ambassador, Jef- 
ferson Caffery, is an able man who 
has made much headway against 
rather heavy odds. There are also 
other, less conspicuous elements in 
the picture, however. As everyone 
has long known, Brazil’s German 
population of 1,500,000 is closely or- 
ganized by the Nazis. The indica-

In the first place, to escape the 
threat of an American freezing or- 
der, literally tens of millions of 
Axis-owned dollar exchange fas 
been transferred to Brazil, either 
in bundles of large bills carried 
down by diplomatic couriers, or by 
a complicated system of check 
passing from American to Swedish 
to Swiss to Italian to Brazilian 
banks. In the second place, these 
funds are supplemented by the dol- 
lar exchange looted by the Ger- 
mans in Europe. Polish citizens 
alone were estimated to be hoard- 
ing close to $100,000,000 in Amer- 
ican currency, and keeping a few 
American bills in the family sock 
was a widespread habit in Eastern 
Europe. 


Finally, the Germans are now 
beginning to absorb the gold of the 
Banque de France sent to French 
Africa, with the help of William 
C. Bullitt, at the time of the French 
collapse. Some $267,000,000 of gold 
held by the Banque de France for 
the Belgian National Bank has: al- 
ready been taken at Dakar. Banque 
de France officials -stoutly deny 
that their own gold stocks have 
yet been yielded, but one of the 
first things the Germans did when 
they entered Paris was to put a 
supervisor of their own in the 
Banque de France offices. And 
there is a good chance that .the 
fate of the hundreds of millions of 
French gold in Africa was affected 
by the new Vichy settlement. 


The Germans need free exchange 
for all sorts of purposes, and can- 
not allocate more than a small per- 
centage of their gains for propa- 
ganda in this hémisphere. Even 
this small percentage, however, is 
actually an enormous sum of 
money. Ambassador Caffery, who 
has been forced by Nazi compe- 
tition to revert to the methods of 
the older diplomacy, has raised a 
little money to use against the 
Germans from the American colony 
in Rio. But the sums available to 
Caffery are pitifully inadequate to 
combat the ruthless Nazi bribery 
and corruption, which runs through 
business and finance, the press, the 
army and navy, like an epidemic

This is all very well for the pres- 
ent, just as the general Brazilian 
picture is all very well for the pres- 
ent. While a successful Nazi putsch 
is quite possible at any time, Bra- 
zilian policy will probably continue 
favorable to this country while the 
British are still in the ring. If the 
British are beaten, however, the 
Nazis, as the conquerors of Europe, 
will have matters.all their own 
way at Natal and elsewhere. We 
shall have no time to gather the 
strength to oppose them.

A fine of from $10 to $100 
or imprisonment for not to exceed 
one year is provided for violation 
of the act.

Big Nazi Bombs With Parachutes ~ 
Attached Dropped i in Bengasi Raid 


Little Damage Reported From Two-Hour 
Night Attack—Dive Bombers Machine- 
Gun City and Air Fields.

WITH BRITISH FORCES IN 
BENGASI, Libya, Feb. 18—(De- 


layed)—(AP). — German bombers, 
resorting to a new wrinkle, dropped 
huge bombs attached to parachutes 
in a two-hour raid last night on 
this British-occupied port in Italian 
Libya. 

One of these projectiles wrecked 
a vacant building, the blast shat- 
tering windows and blowing out 
doors a quarter of a mile away. 
Another, exploding on rocks in 
shallow water near the quayside, 
made a splash which rose 300 feet 


from the harbor. Shipping was un- 
damaged. 
(The parachuted missiles may 
have been land mines, dropped in 
this manner to break fheir fall 
and prevent them from burying 
themselves by their tremendous 
weight.) 
At dawn today three dive-bomb- 
ers repeatedly strafed.the city and 
nearby air fields with machine-gun 
fire; Scant damage was inflicted 
on the air fields, in sharp contrast 
to the destruction caused by .Brit- 
ish raids on the same fields be- 
fore their capture. 

Airplane Wreckage 
Over both the air fields at Berka 
and Benina are strewn wreckage 
of scores of Axis craft, including 
two German planes. 
The Nazi raids caused no casual- 
ties as the civilian population was

Action Demands It Return to 
Full Duty Elderly Persons 
on Part-Time Pay. 


Suit to compel the Board of Edu- 
cation to put back on full-time 
service elderly teachers and prin- 
cipdls, who were demoted to part- 
time duty under a makeshift re- 
tirement program last June, was 
filed in Circuit Court yesterday by 
Paul M. Miller Jr. on behalf of 10 
persons. 

Miller’s father, former principal 
of Mullanphy School filed a simi- 
lar suit last July to prevent the 
School Board from demoting him 
to part-time teaching. He with- 
drew the suit after the board, in a 
compromise move, gave nine de- 
moted principals $1800 a year, in- 
stead of $1000. Fifty-one teachers, 
demoted at the same time to part- 
time work .becatise they were 72 
years old or older, received $1000. 

A special meeting of the School 
Board is expected to be called 
shortly to act on a proposed retire- 
ment system which will be sub- 
mitted to the Legislature. The bill 
has the unanimous approval of the 
Teachers’ Joint Committee on Re- 
tirement,-Miss Marie <A. Ernst, 
chairman, said today. 

Miller’s petition alleges all teach- 
ers and principals 72 or more were 
demoted regardless of their com- 
petence. He said the board's. ac- 
tion in approving the demotions en- 
croached on the power o f the 
Superintendent of Instruction. 

In seeking a writ of certiorari, 
the petition asked the Court to re- 
view the procedure under which 
the School Board created the clas- 
sification of “limited service assist- 
ant” for elderly employes. The peti- 
tion also asked for an injunction 
— enforcement of the rule and 
for a judgment to “protect perma- 
nent tenure of teachers.” 

The suit, assigned to Circuit 
Judge William B. Flynn, was di- 
rected against the School Board, 
Superintendent Homer W. Ander-

Inquiry Ordered 


In ‘Double Kayo’

One small beef heart or two veal 
hearts, .one-fourth cup butter or 
bacon drippings, four medium on- 
ions, sliced; one small stalk celery, 
diced; about two cups meat stock 
or bouillon (two cubes in two cups 
hot water); four tablespoons flour, 
one-half cup cold water, salt and 
pepper to taste, two tablespoons 
chop suey sauce or Worcestershire 
sauce. 


Split open the heart, remove ar- 
teries and veins and wash heart 
thoroughly inside and out to re- 
move all blood. Cut into narrow 
strips and roll in flour. Brown in 
melted butter or bacon drippings 
in large heavy skillet or Dutch oven. 
Add onions and brown slightly. Add 
celery and enough meat stock or 
bouillon to cover. Cover pot tightly 
and simmer until meat is tender, 
about one hour. Blend flour and 
water to a smooth paste and stir 
in chop suey; if gravy is too thick, 


add a little boiling water. Add sea- 
sonings. A little dark mo!asses or 
caramel may be added for color, if 
desired. Serve with boiled rice.

art without realizing that they had 


in their heritage the most beauti- 
ful music in the world. . Dvorak 
who wrote the ‘New World Sym- 
phony’ concluded that Negro music 
was the finest in America. So I 


believe it is the opportunity of the 
Negro singer or player, to exploit 
his own music.” 

Thus it was no accident but 
rather by careful design that soon 
after graduation from college and 
discovery of his great talent, that 
he began a study of dialects and 
languages—a study that now en- 
ables him to sing the folk songs, 
spirituals and hymns of America in 
virtually every spoken language of 
the world. And he has learned that 
the folk songs of one people are 
oddly like those of another. 

x *«* * 

UT the spotlight was focused 
B on Robeson long before he made 

his first appearance as a pro- 
fessional singer. The athletic world 
first heard of him when he was an 
undergraduate at Rutgers. This 
huge son of a Princeton (N. J.) 
Methodist preacher, developed into 
a “four R” man at Rutgers, win- 
ning his letter in football, base- 
ball, basketball and track. Walter 
Camp, naming him for the second 
time as all-America end of the 
mythical team, declared he was the 
“greatest defensive end ever to trod 
the. gridiron.” 

In the ewent that this challenge 
to Nordic’ supremacy went un« 
heeded, Robeson participated in 
amateur dramatics, led the Rutgers 
debating team and was elected to 
Phi Beta Kappa, honorary scholas- 
tic society, in his junior year. After 
being graduated as “the perfect 
type of college man” to use a 
phrase applied to him by the fac- 
ulty and associates, he returned to 
receive his Master’s degree in 1932. 
During this interval he attended 
Columbia University Law School 
for three years, intending to follow 


that profession. But fate was not 
to permit that. 

Shortly before graduation from 
Columbia, he appeared in an ama- 
teur play. In the audience was 
Eugene O’Neill, author of “Emp- 
eror Jones,” and his director, Ken- 
neth McGowan. They were search- 
ing for an actor who could play the 
difficult part of an American Negro 
who had duped inhabitants of a 
Carribbean jungle into making him 
King. As the world now knows, 
Robeson was offered the part. and 
took it despite misgivings. And as 
Emperor Jones .he established him- 
self not only as an actor of note, 
but began a career by accident that 
has led to his recognition as one of 
the great vocalists of the genera- 
tion. 

It happened this way. In one 
arresting scene, Robeson as Em- 
peror Jones, learns that the natives 
have lost faith in him and are de- 
termined to depose and punish him. 
At this point in the script, he was 
required to whistle to keep up his 
courage as he contemplated his 
dilemma. Day after day in re- 
hearsal he attempted a convincing 
whistle—and failed. His whistling 
was decidedly low grade.

and McGowan sat in the deserted 
theater awaiting the scene in which 
Robeson was expected to add at- 
mosphere by his whistling, but in- 
stead was more likely to produce 
laughter. They had determined to 
eliminate the whistle and to sub- 
stitute something else—dut what? 
This time, Robeson, instead of 
whistling gave forth a Negro hymn. 
His deep, rich bass electrified the 
few listeners. It brought O’Neill 
and McGowan to their feet with 
spontaneous applause. Later audi- 
ences reacted thé same way. 


Although Robeson went on. to 
other stage successes, he did not 
forget the attention that had been 
paid to his song. After “All God’s 
Chillun,” “Black Boy,” “Porgy” and 
“Show Boat,” he abandoned all 
thought of the law and decided to 
devote himself to singing. And the 
songs he selected to sing were those 
of his own race and his own coun- 
try—the folk songs of America. 
Throughout his subsequent tri- 
umphs in London, Paris, Berlin, 
Vienna, Prague, Budapest and other 
world capitals, it was with Negro 
spirituals and hymns that he led 
enthusiastic audiences to thunder- 
ous applause. 


In Europe while working in Brit- 
ish films, he first encountered na- 
tive Africans, They inspired him 
to begin his study of dialects in 
order to drive deep down to the 
origins of the songs he loved to 
sing. When he had mastered the 
three or four African dialects, he 
turned to those of Europe, Asia and 
the Orient. And when he was fin- 
ished, when he Was: able to sing 
the folk song of any nation or race 
in the native tongue, he realized 
that one wag easily translated to 
the other because they came from 
the people of the earth whose fun- 
damental thoughts and emotions 


‘were expressed with great simili- 


tude. 

“I can sing a Negro folk song in 
French, Chinese, Spanish, Welsh, 
Russian, Polish, German or in the 
Scandinavian dialects,” Robeson 


‘said, “and it will be understood and 
express the same emotion and 
thought that originally gave it 
origin, For example in Oslo I sang 
“Sometimes I Feel Like a Mother- 
less Child,” a sad, broody song that 
as well expressed the feeling of the 
Norwegian peasant as of the Ne- 
groes who first evolved it. I had 
to sing it three or four times be- 
fore the audience would let me go. 
It would be the same in China or 
in Wales. Folk songs are depend- 
ent on the simpler notes and the 
simpler thoughts, and to people liv- 
ing close to the soil they have a 
common meaning.” 


x * 


T was shortly after his return to 

America last Beason that Robe- 

son scored his greatest triumph. 
Virtually unheralded, he appeared 
on a non-commercial program of 
the Columbia Broadcasting System 
entitled “Pursuit of Happiness,” to 
sing for the first time “Ballad for 
Americans,” a combination of 
speech and song, reviewing, with 
patriotic motif, American folk lore. 
At the conclusion of the program 
there was an unprecedented demon- 
stration. 


The audience began shouting and 
cheering while the program was 
still on the air, and continued for 
15 minutes until the house was 
cleared at the request of the man- 
agement, Throughout the evening, 
radio listeners telephoned the Co- 
lumbia office, asking the identity of 
the program and requesting the 
words and music of “Ballad for 
Americans.” 

To his performance, Robeson 
brought all his theory and practice. 
He delivered “Ballad for Ameri- 
cans” precisely in the manner of 
the old Negro preacher who fre- 
quently combined gpeech and song 
to prevail on the emotions of his 
congregation. If it is a new tech- 
nique, it is the Robeson technique 
of demonstrating that emotions are 
universal and that the “Ballad for 
Americans” is a ballad for any

people proud of its honest tradi- 
tions. 

A Robeson ambition, as yet unful- 
filled, is to take part in a play that 
is as expressive of true Negro art 
as is the Negro music, represented 
by such songs as “Deep River,” 
“Water Boy,” “Weepin’ Mary” and 
others. He points out that “Cabin 
in the Sky, “Mamba’s Daughters,” 
“Black Boy” and “Porgy” may be 
amusing to white customers in their 
conception of the Negro, but they 
are not a true representation of 
the race. He thinks that the stage 
is another ungrasped opportunity 
for the development of true African 
artistry. 


Robeson has been so preoccupied 
with languages, dialects and mysic 
since he began his career that des- 
pite his former athletic activities 
he takes virtually no exercise. He 
has not taken part in any sort of 
physical contest since he played 
professional football in Milwaukee 
under Jimmy Conzelman as coach. 
He laughed when he was informed 
about a remark in one of Conzel- 
man’s stories in the Post-Dispatch, 
in which the latter set forth that 
*Robeson then was just another 
bass and couldn’t even make the 

ker-room quartet.” 

“Next time you see him,” Robe- 
son said, “tell him that’s nothing 
at all. I couldn’t even make the 
glee club at Rutgers. I never 
learned to sing until I got out 
from under Conzelman’s influence. 
He was a splendid open field run- 
ner and field general, but simply 
hell when he exercised that nasal 
baritone of his. Say, he spent four 
years that I know of trying to find 
that one tough chord in ‘Mandy 
Lee,’ and as far as I know he’s still 
looking for it. I have heard of 
players who quit football rather 
than listen to him in the clubhouse, 
and when he was coach there was 
no other alternative. Whenever I 
would get discouraged with my 
progress in singing, I used to think 
of Conzelman. Then I knew there 
was hope for me.” 


Why Blood Coagulates —_4y Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE blood has one very useful 

and necessary property: it jells 

or coagulates when exposed to 
the air. We should be in very”bad 
shape indeed if this were not so. 
Every time we had a scratch deep 
enough to nick a blood vessel every 
drop of blood in the body would 
ooze out and leave us like a de- 
flated tire were it not that the blood 
becomes solid at the hole and plugs 


This process of the coagulation of 
the blood, however, important as

graphic plate on exposure to air. 
Suffice it that some anatomical ele- 
ments always found in circulating 
blood—called the blood platelets— 
dissolve on exposure to air, and 
probably liberate a substance which 
produces the jelly fibrin. 

When the coagulating power of 
the blood disappears, as it some- 
times does—in fact, quite frequently 
—real trouble begins. Newborn 
babies, for instance, often have a 
bleeding disease, so that the blood 
seeps. out of the umbilical cord. 
This can be stopped by immediate 
small transfusions or giving Vita- 
min K and the baby’s coagulating 
power is soon restored. 

In other cases of vitamin de- 
ficiency — scurvy — something is 
lacking and hemorrhages appear 
under the skin and from the gums. 
In other cases, the blood platelets 
are depleted and massive hemor- 
rhages appear from the bowels and 
the gums purpura. 

There are many means of treat- 
ing these coagulation or hemor- 
rhagic disturbances of the blood, 
once the correct and exact diag- 
nosis is made, Transfusion. of 
healthy blood, of. course, supplies 
and replaces: the blood platelets if 
they should be deficient.

We all get 
plenty of Vitamin K in our food 
but for its absorption it depends on 
bile in the intestines. In jaundice, 
where no bile reaches the intestine, 
as ig well known, hemorrhages are 
common, That is what has made 
hemorrhages in jaundiced patients 
so hazardous. Now the. surgeon 
can give his patient grass juice ob- 
tained in a form known as cero- 
phyll and supply Vitamin K, which 
when given with bile salts by 
mouth renders the dangers of hem- 
orrhage negligible. Grass juice 
contains, in fact, a number of vita- 
ming and minerals useful in blood 
and nutritional conditions.

Declarer had been correct in fig- 
uring that he could not afford to. 
use both the ace and queen of 
trumps as ruffers (since one de- 
fender might well hold four trumps) 
but he had overlooked the great 
danger that East might have held 
only two diamonds. West’s two 
heart overcall must have been pret- 
ty weak, despite his vulnerability, 
hence it was far from unlikely that 
he held compensating distribution, 
which might mean two five-card 
suits, hearts and diamonds. Cer- 
tainly, he must have at least five 
hearts to the king, which meant 
that East could not have a heart 
stopper. 

On this line of reasoning, the 
safest play was to ruff only one 
diamond with a high trump, then 
to cash every trump and the two 
club tricks. This would leave de- 
clarer with two hearts and the dia- 
mond 10; dummy with the A-Q-3 
of hearts. What could West hold? 
If he reduced to the K-J of hearts 
and the high diamond, dummy’s 
three hearts would be good on a 
finesse; if he kept three hearts, he 
would establish the diamond ten.

How It Started

“Line of Demarcation”—Formerly a 
Papal Bull! 

No ordinary combination of syl- 
lables is “line of demarcation,” 
which slips casually off the tongue 
in every day speech. 

The words are indeed historical- 
ly significant, the allusion being 
to the famous linea de demarcar- 
cion, an imaginary line running 
north and gouth a hundred leagues 
west of the Cape Verde Isles, and 
established by a papal bull of Alex- 
ander VI, on May 4, 1493, defining 


Portuguese possessions in the New 
World, 

All the new lands discovered east 
of this original line of demarca- 
tion were to belong to Portugal; 
all to the west of it to Spain. 
Boundary troubles followed, and 
a few years later Pope Julius II, 
in another bull, shifted the divid- 


ing meridian to 370 leagues west 


of the isles, — 

It was, however, an unsuccessful 
effort at appeasement, for the line 
of demarcation continued to cause 


so much trouble between Spain andj. 


Portugal that in 1750 it was for- 
mally abrogated by trea, the 
phrase, nevertheless, survived into 
modern times in the sense of sepa- 
ration or delimitation.
